For permanent Planting keep ino 
mind the following: Dig «a hole 
large ehough to accomodate the 
roots without crowding; plant. the 
tree a little deeper than originally 
planted; use good moist — soil 
against the roots (aot dry topsoil), 
tramp and peck the solt before 
leaving. Although not always hee- 


essary, a pail or two of water 
around the roots of cach tree im- 
mediately after planting wilh do 
much to ensure success

Spring Seeding 
Of Forage Corps 


In all but the driest sections of 
Alberta forage crops can usually 
be grown successfully with grain 
4s @ companion crop. In the dry 
areas, however, the use of a com- 
panion crop is not advisable, [b 
competes with the forage crop 
for plant food and moisture and 
usually results in an unsatisfac- 
tory stand, 

Forage crop seeding in 
southern part of the province 
should be done not later than 
early May, says J. EF. Birdsall, 
Supervisor of crop improvement 
This makes possible the use of 
spring moisture by the seedlings, 
and allows them to become estab- 
lished before the hot winds come. 
Forage crops should not be soww 
in land known to be infested with 
cut worms, 

Farther north, where forage 
crops are more readily established, 
competition of the companion 
grain crop is not so serious. Barly 
seeding is still desirable, but the 
date will depend.to some extent on 
the condition of the land and the 
amount of cultivation required. 
If the soil is not too dry. seeding 
may be done any tinie up to June 
15th. 

Wherever you farm remember 
these rules, advises Mr. Birdsall: 

41) For strong stands an! 
fewer weeds, use the best seeds 
you can wet. 

(2) Keep the seed in the sack 
unless there is enough moisture 
for fermentation. 

(8) Seed shallowly in firm soil.
